The age of a fish eaa ba determined 
with accuracy by inspection of tha 
I otoliths or bony concretions which 
ara found in tha auditory 
These otoliths Increase ia 
ins the entire lira of the flsb, 
year adding two layers, a light col- 
ored layer formed in summer and a 
dark layer formed In autumn and 
winter. 

The alternate layers are sharply 
contrasted and very distinct, so that 
there ia no difficulty in counting 
them. The number of pairs of layers 
is equal to the number of years tha 
fish has ltred. By this method Wal- 
lace has made an Interesting study of 
the distribution of fishes of the plaice j 
species over rarlous sea bottoms, ac- 
cording to »ge. In this way the ra- 
pidity of growth of fishes and the ef- 
feet of fisheries on the population of 
the sea can be determined.— Scientific 
American.

Sixteen and two thirds on each 
one hundred dollars of assessed 
valuation if property and eighty 
cents poll tax is the rate fixed 
!>y tbe Fiscal Court on Tuesday 
i n accordance with tho recom- 
mendation of tbe County Hoard 
of Kduciition, which held its reg- 
ular monthly meeting 00 the 
same day. This is a considerable 
ad Vance over the rate for 1 WOO. 
and will bring something over 
$10,000 into the county school 
I uud out of tbe 1910 tax collec- 
tions.

Firat introduced When Sea Voyages 
Accompanied by Many 
Perils. 

Th* practice of Insuriug originated 
marine insurance, tor merchants 
Bending goods by sea in early times 
ueaallv accoinuunied the xhip Ibem- 
serves, and were liable to enpture by 
Moorish or Turkish pirates. With a 
view to 'providing the necessary ran- 
aom to secure their release It became 
•iMtomary before embarking to pay 
aa agreed pn'miuui to certain indlvi- 
daale called uuda' writers who were 
willing to guarantee payment of the 
ransom in the «vent of the merchant 
being captured. Kroui tula beginning 
tbe practice was gradually extended 
to Insuring the lives, first of mariners 
and then of other persons. 

Ia 1674 Queen Klizabeth granted a 
ta Richard Chandler under 
which lie established a Chamber of 
Insurance iu London with the object 
of reguluting all contractu of insur- 
ance, but this Chamber, with prob 
ably all it.- records, was destroyed by 
the great Are of lCGti. Tbe earliest 
recorded life policy was issued in June 
18. 1583, and provided that if a cer- 
tain William Oybbous, shall die with- 
in 12 months the underwriters would 
pay £383 6s. 8d.. the premium being 
at U)« rate of 8 per cent.
